WASHINGTON, Det. 24 —The War de-
partmeni has received from the Philippines
the records of eousrt-martials by which
three pativep were tried for implieation in
the murder of five American soldler prison-
ars Ope of the Fillplnon was Timotea
Dhulan, & commandante of the Insurgent
forces, who ordered Manuel Gonzales, o lléu-
tenant of insurgents, to kill the presidents
of the puabla of |an Miguel de Mayumao,
pravinee of Bulacan.

CGouzales, In command of a band .of Inkur-
gents, succeasfully ambushed a detachment
of the Thirty-fifth Valunteer Infantry, tak-
Ing Aive of the Amerioan soldlers prisoners,
The American soldiers had been acting ns a
guard for the presidente of Miguel Ade
Mayume, and he, too, pasned Inta the hands
lol the Insurgents. THe Americans captured

afterward killed were: Privates John

L Mickman, Compiny B; Willlam A Smith,
Compnny C:° . J. Jarvis, Company €
Blmer Imne, Company B, and Frank H
| Wiison, Company E. The presidente was
| mtabbed. The Amerlcans were placed In
charge of a sergeant, taken away and killed
with bolos. Thers wns an attempt on the
part of each of the three Fillipinoa to shift
tha responsibllity for the crimes nat the
trinl. It was devoloped thnt Commandanto
| Dhulan In ordering the ambuscnds gave tha
following direstions to Lieutenant Gon-
Tiles

“Separate  Joss DBuencamio (the presi-
dente) from the Amerioans, and with these
Americans do as if you were to take them
to the general, but when you rench the tall
grass do with them what we are accustomed
todo.*

He finlghed hle directions tor the murders
with these words “You will recelve 5
penos for the soldlers. God keop your life
many years, "

In November this year there
wore 443, The death rate was 18.08, which
compares favorably with the clties of the
same sige in the leading civilized countries
of the world.

This can
be sald of no preceding November since
1762  During the last seven years the avers
age number of desths from this disease in
Nevpmber pas heen forty-elghbt.

CELERITY OF THE PRESIDENT

Offer to Shaw Shows How Promptly
Roosevelt Disposes of
Problemas,

(From a Staff Correspondent.)

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 —(Special Tele-
gram. )—It Is helieved Governor Laslie M.
Shaw of lowa will accept President Roose-
velt's tender of the tressury portfolio and
that hoe Is on his way to Washington to
formally notify the president of his ac-
ceptance. The actlon of the chief execu-
tive In offering the place to Governor Shaw,
on recvelving the declination of Governor
Crane of Maswachusetts, was the subject of
much talk among the legislators who are
ln the olity, but In no cuse wnans there
an adverse opinlon heard.

The celerity with which President Roosn-
velt moved In decuring apother man for
the Treasury department after Governor
Crans reluctantly declined, gives some jdea
of how promptly the president disposes of
him for solution,
It is stated that Governor Shaw's selection
will not work asgaipst Secretary Wilson,
They are both personal friends and it in
recognized that the president names his
himself, without reference

| to geographical conditions.

President MeKinley had two Pennsyl-
vanin men in the cabinet at the same time,
Attorney General Knox and Postmaster
Genern] Charlem Emory Smith, altbhough
when be asked Mr. Knox to join his ofMoial
family he knew it was Mr, Bmith's lnten-
tlon to leave the cablpet In due course,
President Cloveland bad Whitaey and Man-
ning, both from New York, In his first
cubloet, and Lamout and Bissell in the sec-
ond eabinet.

Becretary Cage sald today 'that he was
glad Governor Shaw had been selected
and that he would be ready to relinguish bis
office at any time, - It Is thought the change
will take place -sbout Fobeuary 1.

Secretary Wilgpn was seen tonight and
asked: “Does the appointment of Gov-
ernor Shaw indleate that you may leave the
cablnet, Mr. Secrelary?"”

He smiled and replied: “Not that 1
know of and 111 tell you,” he added, *I
shall not begin to fear that 1 am to retire
untll the president appolnts elght other
men to placeés in the cabinet from lowa.”

CREW  ARRIVES

Smurvivors of 1ho‘lvlumnor B L
White Heach New
York.

NEW YORK, Dec, M.—~Among the pass
sengers on the steamer Antilia, which was
arrived here from Nossau, N. P, were cap-
talon Mitchell and the survivors of the crew
of the wrecked three-masted schooner 1B 1L
White of Harrington, Me. The White was
bound from Philpdelphin for Cardenas with
n cargo of coul and stranded on Glnger-
break shoal on December 7. Soon  after
grounding the vessel began to roll and
grind on the rocks and she showed signs of
breakiog up.  Three of the crew preforred
Lo trust thelr Hyves to the ship's boat, which
wins launched alongeide.
